Product Enhancement 


On September 15, 1983, IBM announced four new members of the 4300 processor family: the 4361 Model 
Groups 4 and 5, and the 4381 Model Groups | and 2. The two 4361 processors provide a new growth path for 
entry-level systems using System/370 architecture. The 4381 processors fill the gap between the 4341-12 and 
the 3083 Model Group E. 


According to IBM, the 4361 processors are particularly suited for commercial, office, interactive problem 
solving, and engineering/scientific applications. The new processors provide up to six times the engineering/ 
scientific and up to three times the commercial performance of the 4331 Model Group 2. The 4361 has a main 
storage capacity of from two to 12 megabytes, up to three times that of the 4331. The 4361 uses a new bipolar 
memory chip which stores up to four times the information of memory chips used in the 4331. Separate in- 
struction and I/O processing units improve throughput; high-speed buffer storage is used as a main storage 
cache and for microcode storage. The 4361-4 and 4361-5 have 8K and 16K bytes of buffer storage, 
respectively. 


Floating-Point Multiply Accelerator hardware using high-speed multiplexer logic is standard on the 4361. 
Also included is a new High Accuracy Arithmetic Facility. The 4361 allows for the attachment of the 4994 
ASCII Device Control Unit, which supports many ASCII devices. An attachment can be made between the 
4361 and the IBM Displaywriter or the IBM Personal Computer. 


Programming support for the 4361 includes: VM/370 with VM/SP; VSE and SSX/VSE; OS/VS1; and MVS/ 
370 with MVS/SP and JES2 or JES3 (Model Group 5S only). In addition to the 4361-4, all models of the 4331 
are field-upgradeable to the 4361-S. 


The 4381 Models | and 2 are available with from four to 16 megabytes of main storage capacity and up to 12 
1/O channels. The 4381-1 can provide an internal throughput rate of from 1.4 to 1.6 times that of the 4341-2 
for commercial workloads and up to 1.7 times that of the 4341-2 for scientific workloads. The 4381-2 can pro- 
vide an internal throughput rate of from 1.7 to 2.3 times that of the 4341-2 for commercial workloads and 
from 2.4 to 3 times that of the 4341-2 for scientific workloads. The 4381-1 and 4381-2 have up to 8K and 32K 
bytes of high-speed buffer storage, respectively. The 4381 processors are the first in the 4300 family to support 
MVS/XA; MVS/XA was previously supported by the larger processors only. 


A unique air-cooling technique previously developed for use on the 308X Series, termed “impingement 
cooling” assures adequate cooling without the need for a raised floor. With six channels standard, four 
support up to three megabytes per second data rates in data streaming mode. A data transfer rate of up to 22 
megabytes per second can be attained using 12 channels and data streaming. 


Programming support for the 4381 includes: MVS/370; VM/SP with or without the High Performance 
Option; DOS/VSE with VSE/Advanced Functions; ACP/TPF and OS/VS1 in System/370 mode, and MVS/ 
XA and VM/XA Migration Aid in System/370-XA mode. Extended program support (ECPS) is available for 
MVS/370 and VM/370. The 4381-1 is field-upgradeable to the 4381-2. 


General availability of the IBM 4361-5 processor is planned for the first quarter of 1984; the 4361-4 is planned 
for the second quarter of 1984. Field conversions from the 4331-2 to the 4361-5 are planned for availability 
during the first quarter of 1984; from the 4331-11 in June of 1984; from the 4331-1 in September 1984; and 
from the 4361-4 in February 1984. Pricing for the 4361 ranges from $150,000 to $275,000. 


General availability for the 4381-2 will be in the first quarter of 1984 and the 4381-1 will become available in 
the third quarter of 1984. The field upgrade from the 4381-1 to the 4381-2 will become available in the fourth 
quarter of 1984. Pricing for the 4381 processors ranges from $370,000 to $620,000. Detailed prices for the 
4361 and 4381 processors may be found in the updated price list.O 
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
